A CONTRACT QUESTION. — 
The Forfeiture of a Deposit. 
Tn the Fol! Oourt this morning, beforo 
thelr Lordships Sir Francis Piggott (Ohief 
Justice) and Mr A. G. Wise (Puisne Judge) 
an appeal sgainst the decision of the Puispe 
Judge was heard, Tho case was ono in 
which Tam Man Sam sued Tam Yau and 
Cheung Sau Pang for $1000, being $500 
deposit on a contract and $600 damages for 
non-completion of the contract, and the 
Paiene Judgo gave his décision in favour of 
the defendants, This decision wen appealed 
againat, and a special caso was ordered to 
be stated. 
: Me H, E, Pollock, K.O., (inatructed by 
Mr 0. E, H. Besvis, of Mesera Wilkinson 
and Grist) appeared for the appellant, Tam 
Man Sam, while Mr M. W. Slade (instruct- 
ed by Mr D. ¥. Steavenson, of Messrs. 
Deacon, Looker and Deacott) reprosented 
the respondents. : 
Mr Pollock, in oponing, road the apeciat 


case which act forth that the respondents 


wore liquidators of the ai Kai Kung Yick 
Po (s Chinese pewspapor), Tenders wero 
called for tho purchaso of the nowspapir 
and that of the appellant was accepted, He 
deposited 8500 in accordanco with the terra 
of the contract, which provided that one- 
fourth of the purchase money was to be 
paid two days Jater (June 4, 1996) and tho 
balance within ten days, On June 4 the ap- 
pellant offered the respondenta one-foorth 
of the purchase money but demanded Im- 
mediate possession of the property, which 
was refused and the money was_not paid 
oyer. A meeting of tho shareholders of tho 
paper was held the following day when the 
circumstances wore related. Respondents 
again refused to give the appellant 
possession of the Property, and ho left tho 
meoting without paying over tho one-fourth 
of the purchase money. After ho had left 
tho respondenta and other shareholders 
decided to carry on the business themeolver.

tion-of- the contract sppellsnt’s solicitors 
wrote to the respondents pointing out that

Renwick, and Company's Manchester-to- 
London steamers, arrived in London re-

Captain Rathbone, who was int charge of 
tho ship, eaid: “I don't call what we saw 
off Dunyenesa a sea-acrpent, I profer to 
give it no name, When [ firet saw it I 
took it to be o baulk of timber, and in 
order to avoid running into it I altered tho 
course of the veascl: 

“* Wo then ran alongside of the strange 
object, which was fully fifty feat. in length 
and abcat a foot in diameter at its thickest 
part. It lay perfectly still, and I haye no 
doubt it was dead. 

“As we possed within threa feot of ite 
head, which, had two oyes and two amall 
eara, both I and my crew loaned over the 
vessel's side, and wo all saw it plainly. Ita 
head was comething like that of a conger cel, 
and its skin wan streaked with grey lines.” 


ATTEMPTED RIOT IN BRUNEL 


A Plucky Resident, 
Lapvan, April 13, 

A disturbance, that would.eeen to hare 
heen very nearly attonded with aogioug 
results, is reported from Brunoi. 

Te is said to have occurred on the 7th 
instant, ard to have been caused by tho 
Resident's introduction of heavy duting on 
native foodstuffs. 

Tn some quarters, tho action of the Resi- 
dent is regorded as j)l-advisod and some. 
what wanting in tact, 

The Resident, 4o the story goes, ordered 
one of hia Sikh guard to arrest o native 
who wus charged with owing 84 to an old 
monopolist io the cocoanut oit trade, 

This movopolist, since the debt was iv. 
curred, had been bought out on oxtrnord 
inarily gonerous terms. 

A despised (7) Sikh oboyed the Resident’s 
ordera and in doing so aasaulted, it is said, 
® proud (?) Brunei native, who at onco call: 
ed out to the men within his kampong. 

An angry but unarmed crowd, consisting 
of somo three hundred natives, collected 
and proceeded to the Residency, with the 
object of lodging their protest. . ‘ 

The Resident ia aaid to have ordered hie 
guard to prevent the peoplo from interview- 
ing him, ond {f necessary, to sesort to 
strongor measures, , 

Pengeram, one of tho 300, struggled to 
got through, to obtain o hearing. 

Thereupon. the man was folled to the 
ground, which made tho situation critical. 

The Resident, howevor, pluckily faced 
the intruders and gave them to understand 
ho waa not a bit afraid of them. 

Before anything more was dono, an in- 
fivential native arrived upon the scene, and 
succeeded in calming and disporging the 
orowd, . 

‘Bad blood,’ However, ia eaid to have 
been created by tho -incident among the 
natives of tha State (Brunei).—Straits
